were not acquainted with 5 and be- 


ing unable to reſiſt its 1impetuoſity, 


we were hurried toa Land which had 
- Not yet been diſcovered. As foon as 
we had caſt anchor there, it being 
very ſecure riding all about, weſent 
Captain Young on ſhore, with two of 
our beſt Souldiers, Merry-man and 
Good-fellow,, to diſcover what they 
could of the Country : from whom 
after a ſhort ſpace for their return,we 
had this following Relation, That 
this new diſcoyered part of the 
World was called Pſittacornm Regio, 
or,Womandecoia the ſhe-lands,which 
are In the Dominions of Prixce de 
P Amour,(cituated towards the Cape 
of Good Hope, looking towards the 
Tropick of Capricormus 3 a Country 
repleniſhed with many Fountains 
of Orange-flower-water , and Trees 
whoſe heads are ever greenzand ſuch 
a great quantity of Sweet-William 
and Roſemary , that the very air 1s 
perfumed with it. 
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That the Grounds were fertile 
enough , but badly Hwwbanded C it 


{being pity it ſhould be otherwiſe, the 


men being ſo ſhrewdly wived ) yet 
nevertheleſs, ſometimes they are 
more 'fruitful then the inhabitants 
deſire 3 for they bring forth before 
their time 3 _ the fruit falling ſo 
plentifully before it is expected, 
doth cauſe very great differences, 
to the detriment and diſquiet of the 
Publick good. 

They acquainted us alſo , that 
before we could arrive at the She- 
lands, we muſt paſs through ſeveral 
Provinces, both large and rich , yet 
all of ſeveral Conditions, Habits and 
Languages. 

We could not but reſt ſatisfied 
with their intelligence 3; wherefore 
(after we had taken care and well 
provided for our Ship.) and refreſh- 
ed our ſelves, we reſolved to try 
our various Adventures, For my 
part, I ſo depended upon their re- 
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 Jation,, that I could not otherwiſe 


called Gluttonia ( High dyet being 
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then believe that the Country was 
rather pleaſant then dangerous ; in- 
nick that I travelled ſo far into 
it without any condudt , that I mi- 
ſtook my way, but at laſt fortunate- 
ly diſcovered a ſtrange Province 


an. introducer into Laſcivianie ) 
which is alſo in Prizce de | Amours 


 Dominions. * 


T he ſoyl of this Province is wor- 
thily admirable, - the Air delicately 
temperate. O how it pitied me, that 
ſo bad Husbandmen ſhould pofſeſs 
ſofruitful and pleaſant a habitation ! 
In Latitude it lyeth full thirty two 
degrees, and in Longitude forty 
four 2 it joyns to Qafforis, where 
they ſpeak the ſame language, and 
are ſcituate in the ſame Longitude 
and Latitude : they have both one 
Prince, one Law ; and a happy Re- 
formation (if there could be ſuch a 


one) would make them concur both 
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--3n Prince, Law, Habit and Manners, 
The She-L andrefſes of Woman-de- © 
coia traffique much hither, but more 
to Laſcivianie, where (when there 
is a truce between them and that 
Province)they uſeto make exchange 
by bartering of Chriſtalline Glafles 
for Unguents and Pomanders, 

To avoid prolixity , I ſhall here 
chiefly diſcourſe of the preſent cus 
ſtoms and manners of the Natives 
of this Country, Every Month they 
are bound by their Law (and would 7 
be ſo, were there no Law)to cele= =: 
brate a ſolemn Feaſt, where every 
Aldergut of the whole Society muſt 
preſent himſelf, all excuſes and de> 
lays whatſoever ſet apart, toconſult 


(after dinner; for before,it is unlaw+» 
ful for any one to give his voice ) a» 
bout the publick good.
